THE  Annual  Court  of  Governors  was  held  in  the  Board 
Room  of  the  Hospital  on  Tuesday  evening,  February 
28th,  1928,  at  8  o’clock. 

Sir  John  Priestman,  Pvt.,  J.P.,  presided.

Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  Sir  James  Marr, 
Bart.,  C.B.E.,  J.P.,  Major  R.  H.  Thompson  (Hon.  Treasurer), 
Dr.  I.  G.  Modlin,  Mr.  J.  G.  Jordan  and  Mr.  J.  Douglas. 

1.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Court,  held  February  22nd, 
1927,  were  taken  as  read  and  adopted. 
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2.  Executive  Committee’s  Annual  Report. 

Sir  John  Priestman,  in  moving  the  adoption, 
said  such  an  excellent  account  of  the  work  of  the 
Institution  had  appeared  in  the  “  Daily  Echo  ”  that 
it  had  left  him  with  very  little  to  say,  but  they  had  got 
such  fine  support  from  their  local  paper  that  he  would 
not  have  anything  to  say  against  it  again.  (Laughter.) 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  Institution  and 
treated  as  out-patients  during  the  year  had  topped  any 
previous  year’s  figures  and  reached  a  total  of  8,531 
patients. 

Ultra  violet-ray  apparatus  had  been  installed,  for 
which  they  had  to  thank  the  Ladies’  Committee,  whicii 
had  met  the  whole  cost.  He  did  not  know  how  they 
would  have  got  on  if  they  had  not  had  the  help  of  such 
an  enthusiastic  body  of  ladies  throwing  heart  and  soul 
into  the  work  of  the  Institution.  As  they  increased 
the  utility  of  the  Hospital  so  they  added  to  the  cost 
of  running  it,  but  their  ordinary  income  had  only  once 
exceeded  what  it  was  last  year. 

Sir  John  paid  a  tribute  to  the  workpeople,  who, 
he  said,  had  done  splendidly  by  increasing  their  sub¬ 
scriptions  by  ,£981.  If  the  men  would  only  go  on  like 
that  there  would  be  no  fear  in  their  hearts  about  getting 
on  with  the  new  Hospital.  The  minute  more  work 
had  come  to  the  town  the  workpeople  had  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel,  and  they  were  also  making 
substantial  contributions  to  the  Building  Fund,  which 
showed  they  were  as  keen  and  anxious  as  anyone  to 
have  the  new  building. 

The  splendid  effort  of  the  Roker  Regatta  and 
Carnival  last  year  had  enabled  them  to  increase  their 
contribution  from  £150  to  £200 f  and  the  charity  foot¬ 
ball  competition  had  also  increased  the  amount  raised 
by  them  to  ^135.  Then  they  had  had  over  £200  from 
dances,  for  which  they  heartily  thanked  Mrs.  Ritson 
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and  all  those  who  had  assisted  in  raising  such  a 
magnificent  sum.  When  these  dances  started  he  tried 
a  few  steps  at  his  own  home,  and  then  went  to  one  of 
them.  He  thought  he  did  not  do  so  badly,  but  he 
must  not  have  done  so  well  as  he  imagined,  because  he 
had  never  had  an  invitation  since.  (Laughter.) 

The  Ladies’  Guild  had  done  magnificent  work  in 
collecting  funds  for  linen,  etc. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Modlin  had  retired,  and  for 
what  he  had  done  for  the  Institution  for  many  years 
past  they  were  deeply  grateful. 

Everything  was  going  along  well,  and  all  they 
wanted  was  the  new  Llospital.  A  sub-committee  was 
examining  the  specifications  and  quantities,  and  he  was 
very  anxious  to  see  the  first  brick  laid.  The  feeling 
that  there  was  no  need  for  a  second  hospital  had 
disappeared,  continued  Sir  John.  Their  friends  at  the 
Infirmary  now  recognized  that  there  was  not  only  the 
need,  but  the  demand,  and  were  helping  them  in  every 
way,  he  was  glad  to  say,  and  they  all  looked  forward 
to  peace  and  happiness  between  the  two  institutions. 

When  the  Hospital  was  founded  in  1873  by  the 
late  Aid.  Tyzack  and  those  who  worked  with  him,  it  was 
founded  on  the  condition  that  they  should  maintain  a 
hospital  in  perpetuity  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Wear, 
so  they  could  not  possibly  shut  it  up  without  betraying 
their  trust.  (Hear,  hear.) 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

3.  Medical  Board’s  Annual  Report. 

Dr.  Stewart  McNaughton,  in  presenting  this 
Report  for  adoption,  said  he  had  only  the  old  old  story 
to  tell.  They  were  still  working  under  difficulties,  but 
now  their  hopes  were  getting  higher  and  higher  and 
these  difficulties  would  be  cleared  away.  This  would 
be  not  only  for  their  own  benefit,  but  for  the  benefit  of 
the  patients. 
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Mr.  Stanley  Ritson,  in  seconding,  said  that  a  total 
of  more  than  8,000  patients  was  a  considerable  number 
for  such  a  small  place,  but  the  institution  was  perform¬ 
ing  a  noble  work. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

4.  The  Matron’s  Annual  Report. 

Alderman  E.  H.  Brown,  J.P.,  moved,  and  Mr.  W. 
Richardson  seconded,  the  adoption  of  this  Report. 

Carried. 

5.  Financial  Statements  for  the  Year. 

Mr.  J.  Snowball,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
Financial  Statement,  said  it  was  very  gratifying  to  find 
that  the  ordinary  income  was  increased  by  £  1,128. 
Donations  increased  by  £gr/  and  they  had  received  no 
less  a  sum  than  A 168  from  grateful  patients.  In  these 
days  when  the  public  seemed  to  be  getting  tired  of  flag 
days  it  was  very  pleasing  to  And  Rose  Day  receipts  up 
by  A40.  One  item  was  down  by  A292  and  that  was 
on  the  receipts  from  local  authorities  for  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis. 

The  £1,500  received  from  legacies  had  been  placed 
to  the  reduction  of  the  bank  overdraft.  They  had 
hoped  further  to  reduce  this,  but  times  had  been  hard, 
and  it  might  be  a  while  yet  before  they  could  wipe  the 
overdraft  out.  The  expenditure  had  been  decreased, 
mainly  on  maintenance,  but  it  must  be  gratifying  to 
everyone  that  the  Institution  had  done  so  well. 

Mr.  J.  Telfer  seconded,  and  the  report  was 
adopted.

The  79 6  In-patients  treated  is  less  by  106  than  in  1926, 
but  their  duration  of  stay  was  longer,  viz.: — 19-55  days  as 
against  17-71.

Out-patients. 

The  work  of  this  Department  under  restricted  accommoda¬ 
tion  continues  to  grow,  no  less  than  7,735  patients  receiving 
treatment,  an  increase  of  791. 
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The  number  of  attendances  of  these  out-patients  has  been 
considerably  more,  the  average  number  attending  daily  being 
greater  by  24.1.

The  advantages  of  this  installation  has  been  most  beneficial  to 
many  patients,  and  the  Ladies’  Dance  Committee  are  thanked 
for  this  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Hospital  benefits. 

Finances. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  increased  receipts 
from  practically  all  sources  of  Income.  The  total  Ordinary 
Income  of  £5,665  3s.

Extraordinary  Income  from  Legacies  amounted  to  £1,500, 
which  had  the  pleasing  effect  of  reducing  the  amount  due  to 
the  Bank.

The  Medical  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Report  for  the  year  1927. 


In-patients. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  wards 
numbered  796.  Of  these  134  were  accidents,  130  medical  cases 
and  502  surgical  cases.  Our  accommodation  has  been  taxed 
practically  to  its  full  capacity,  the  daily  number  resident  being 
42.99  and  their  average  stay  19-55  days. 

681  operations  were  performed  under  general  anaesthetic. 


Out-patient  Department. 

7,735  new  cases  were  treated  in  this  Department  during 
the  year  and  they  made  a  total  of  36,142  attendances  or  visits. 
The  total  attendances  have  increased  by  7,416  over  the  previous 
year. 


The  daily  average  out-patient  attendance  was  117-6  as 
compared  with  93.5  for  1926. 

The  question  of  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  these 
out-patients  is  now  becoming  an  urgent  problem. 

Electro  Therapasdic  Department. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Apparatus 
promised  by  the  Ladies’  Committee  has,  thanks  to  their 
generosity,  been  installed.  It  is  proving  of  great  value  to  the 
Institution. 

In  the  X-Ray  Department  993  cases  have  been  dealt  with. 
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Massage. 

305  new  cases  have  received  massage  treatment  during  the 
year.  This  is  an  increase  on  the  figures  of  last  year. 

Staff. 

Since  the  last  Report,  there  has  been  changes  in  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Medical  Staff.  The  Board  regret  to  record  the 
resignation  of  its  Chairman,  Dr.  I.  G.  Modlin,  who  has  faith¬ 
fully  served  the  Institution  as  Honorary  Surgeon  over  a  period 
of  33  years.  The  Board  cordially  support  the  recommendation 
that  he  be  appointed  an  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon. 


To  fill  vacancies,  Mr.  W.  A.  Hewitson  was  appointed  a 
full  Honorary  Surgeon,  and  Drs.  T.  D.  Miller  and  H.  B.  Levy 
were  appointed  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeons.  Dr.  A.  T. 
Woodward  was  appointed  Honorary  Assistant  Physician,  and 
the  vacancy  in  the  post  of  Anaesthetist  thus  created  was  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  John  Milne,  a  former  House  Surgeon. 


Dr.  A.  D.  Miller  succeeded  Dr.  T.  D.  Miller  as  House 
Surgeon.
